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Every  alumnus  and  friend  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  pro- 
bably feels  that  he  receives  at  least  this  much 
mail  from  the  college  in  a  year's  time.  Though 
this,  of  course,  is  not  true,  Lenoir  Rhyne  does 
seek  to  keep  its  constituency  informed  of  new 
developments  and  needs  of  the  college  through 
Alumni  Bulletins,  Loyalty  Fund  Letters,  special 
announcements,  invitations,  and  other  correspon- 
dence. The  young  ladies  pictured  are  processing 
part  of  a  typical  alumni  mailing — 11,000  pieces.

Catawba  county  editor 

sparks  campus  debate 

on  student  apathy 


Is  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  student  apathetic? 

One  Catawba  County  newspaper  editor  thinks 
so.  But  his  colleague  disagrees. 

When  the  two  men  aired  their  views  last  fall, 
first  in  print  and  later  at  a  town-meeting  type 
session  on  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  campus,  they  en- 
countered a  third  view  (from  a  professor)  and  a 
fourth  view  (from  the  college  president). 

The  discussion  (prodded  by  some  non-apathetic 
students)  revealed  a  wide  spectrum  of  concepts 
on  what  today's  college  student  should  be  and 
should  not  be.  In  its  weaker  moments,  the  debate 
also  touched  on  the  more  basic  question  of  what 
constitutes  a  college  education. 

It  all  began  several  months  earlier  in  Phila- 
delphia. A  Lenoir  Rhyne  graduate,  the  Rev. 
Edgar  Trexler  '59,  revisited  the  Hickory  campus 
and  wrote  a  story  of  his  experience  for  the  maga- 
zine he  helps  to  edit.  The  magazine  is  The 
Lutheran,  bi-weekly  publication  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America. 
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Trexler's  article  took  a  nostalgic  look  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne,  recalling  the  five-foot  granite 
cross,  the  squirrels  scampering  in  the  quad, 
and  the  "strange  aroma  from  the  feed  mill 
up  the  street.' 

He  noted  that  twelve  buildings  have  been 
constructed  on  the  campus  since  1949  and 
that  the  student  body  enrollment  has  risen 
from  a  postwar  400  to  1,250. 

Trexler  observed  that  today's  students 
seem  to  think  more  seriously  than  he  re- 
called thinking  seven  years  previously.  He 
cited  today's  fraternities  participating  in  a 
campus  quiz  show — unheard  of  in  his  era. 
He  learned  that  the  student  government  had 
asked,  "Why  don't  students  study  more?", 
then  proceeded  to  request  (and  get)  an 
honors  program  and  a  revised  examination 
schedule. 

In  his  story,  Trexler  quoted  John  Sieverts, 
of  Hampstead,  Md.,  student  body  president, 
who  believes  students  are  more  mature  "be- 
cause we  have  a  solid  faculty.  They  teach 
us  through  their  actions." 

Debate  Triggered 

Then  Trexler  quoted  Economics  Professor 
Russell  Brown,  and  this  is  what  triggered 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  liveliest  debate  in  years. 
Brown,  he  wrote,  said:  "In  many  ways 
today's   student   is   a   much   better   student, 


but   he   is   also   a   frustrating  student.    He's 

so  involved  in  the  explosion  of  knowledge 

that    he    doesn't    relate    what  he    learns    to 
the  world  around  him.  .  .  . 

"Don't  get  me  wrong.  I  like  these  stu- 
dents. They're  great  to  work  with  in  class, 
but  I  wish  I  could  stir  them  up  about  some- 
thing. You  don't  see  interest  here  in  social 
questions.  I  hear  very  little  talk  about  Viet- 
nam, the  war  on  poverty,  or  race.  I  long 
for  someone  to  wave  a  banner,  but  there's 
no  reaction  to  anything." 

Brown's  statement  in  the  published  story 
caught  the  eye  of  Keith  Wood,  managing 
editor  of  the  tri-weekly  Observer-News- 
Enterprise  in  Newton.  In  his  column  the 
next  day.  Wood  used  Brown  as  a  spring- 
board to  launch  the  attack  that  shook  the 
campus. 

"Do  you  think  all  college  instructors  are 
against  beatniks,  beards  and  banner  wav- 
ing?" he  began. 

"Some  college  instructors — there's  at 
least  one  in  Catawba  County — see  banner 
waving  as  acts  of  civic  action  and  beards 
as  healthy  signs  of  resistance  to  the  mun- 
dane. A  few  teachers  would  welcome  a  little 
banner  waving  once  in  a  while. 

"I  agree,"  he  continued. 

Students  Brainwashed 

"Perhaps  the  students  have  been  molded 
into  the  trite  conservative  pattern — brain- 
washed— for  so  long  they  don't  know  how 
to  converse. 

"...  Talk  to  many  students  and  you 
find  a  comic  strip  mentality,"  he  said. 

Quoting  scholars  and  philosophers,  the 
columnist-cartoonist  lambasted  the  "stu- 
dents, parents,  and  old-fogy  professors  alike 
— who  are  very  happy  with  the  lack  of  fire 
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Charge  of  banality 
stimulates  response 


and  enthusiasm  for  the  Great  Issues  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne. 

"It  is  a  quiet  place,  no  doubt,"  he  said. 
"A  swamp  is  quiet — and  stagnant. 

"Maybe  what  Lenoir  Rhyne  students  need 
more  than  a  quiet  place  to  study  is  a  noisy 
place  to  exchange  those  very  dangerous 
things  called  ideas. 

"...  Personally  I'd  prefer  the  beards, 
beatniks  and  demonstrations,  the  sting  of 
action,  before  Ld  settle  down  in  the  murky 
backwash  of  banality." 

Deal  Reacts 

The  first  reaction  to  Wood's  column 
came  from  his  .partner:  Charles  H.  Deal, 
editor  of  the  Observer-News-Enterprise  and 
a  '55  graduate  of  Lenoir  Rhyne.  He  also 
writes  a  column. 

Deal  replied  that  "if  student  spirit  is 
equated  with  demonstrations  and  other  ex- 
cesses of  showmanship,  the  L.R.  campus 
is  indeed  staid  and  straight-laced." 

But,  he  pointed  out,  Lenoir  Rhyne  stu- 
dents "may  see  demonstrations  the  way 
decent  folk  do — as  tools  of  frustration.  .  ." 

"Where  spirit  really  shows  up  in  a  col- 
lege," he  continued,  "may  be  in  what  hap- 
pens to  the  grads  after  they  leave.  The 
record  compiled  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  its 
number  of  outstanding  ministers  and  edu- 
cators and  football  coaches — and  even  a 
few  country  fair  newsmen — is  modestly 
appreciable. 

"Most  of  these  you  wouldn't  be  able 
to  pick  out  of  a  crowd,  because  they  are 
conformists.  They  wear  shoes  and  shirts 
and  ties  and  comb  their  hair  and  use  pass- 
able, if  not  King's,  English. 

"Lenoir  Rhyne,  you  could  conclude,  suf- 
fers from  a  desire  to  educate,  perhaps 
believing  too  much  emphasis  has  been  put 
on  the  demonstrative  attitude." 

By  this  time,  the  student  newspaper,  The 
Lenoir  Rhynean,  had  enough  copy  to  devote 
a  full  page  to  the  discussion.  A  three- 
column  headline  set  the  tone:  "Columnist 
Calls  L.R.  'A  Swamp.'  " 

Students  reacted  with  a  flurry  of  sug- 
gestions. One  called  for  a  letter  to  the  editor 
of  the  Newton  paper,  signed  by  each  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne's  1,250  students.  Another, 
thoughtfully  debated  in  Student  Cabinet, 
would  have  resulted  in  a  demonstration,  on 
the  lawn  of  Wood's  home. 

Editors  Invited 

The  editor  of  the  Lenoir  Rhynean,  Miss 
Bobbie  Dunlap  of  Chester,  Pa.,  submitted 
the   suggestion   which   prevailed:    invite   the

two  men  to  the  campus  to  participate  in  a 
debate. 

Seventy-five  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers showed  up  for  the  debate,  some 
curious,  some  prepared  for  battle,  others 
seeking  intellectual  stimulation. 

Both  Wood  and  Deal  were  given  op- 
portunity to  defend  their  columns. 

Wood  noted  that  he  made  his  observa- 
tions concerning  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  a  column, 
and  that  columns  are  necessarily  opinion- 
ated. Clarifying  that  he  did  not  favor  violent 
demonstrations,  he  read  his  column,  paus- 
ing occasionally  to  substantiate  his  as- 
sertions. 

Deal  also  read  his  column,  reinforcing 
his  contentions. 

Then  Brown,  the  professor  whose  com- 
ments sparked  the  incident,  joined  in.  He 
could  not  agree  with  Deal  or  Wood.  In 
the  first  place,  he  stated,  the  few  sentences 
in  The  Lutheran  did  not  reveal  the  full 
meaning  of  his  remarks. 

"There  are  all  kinds  of  banners,"  he 
began.  "Love,  star-spangled,  etc." 

Explaining    why    he    spoke    of   apathy    to 
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Trexler,  Brown  cited  an  example  from  the 
evening  before.  An  authority  on  Southeast 
Asia  appeared  on  campus  to  discuss  the 
war  in  Vietnam,  and  only  three  students 
came  voluntarily  to  hear  him. 

Brown  also  estimated  that  Roger  Hilsman, 
Under  Secretary  of  State  during  the  Ken- 
nedy and  Johnson  administrations  and  an 
architect  of  the  United  States'  Southeast 
Asia  policy,  attracted  only  twelve  students 
last  year. 

He  pointed  out  there  is  no  international 
relations  club  on  campus  and  there  are  no 
political  parties.  Brown  also  suggested  that 
some  of  the  objectives  of  the  college  are 
not  being  met.  He  referred  specifically  to 
objectives  stating  that  students  should  pre- 
pare for  responsible  citizenship  and  should 
develop  an  intelligent  interest  in  local,  na- 
tional, and  world  affairs. 

Lack  of  interest  in  this  objective  and  in 
social  obligations  at  college,  in  the  home, 
and  in  the  community  demonstrate  that 
students  do  not  take  current  issues  seriously. 
Brown  said. 

Forum  Suggested 

He  challenged  the  students  to  sponsor  a 
periodic  forum  to  air  problems  and  search 
for  answers  to  not  only  campus  problems — 
use  of  facilities,  late  permission  hours, 
pranks,  and  dress — but  current  problems 
in  the  community  and  world  today. 

Before  the  session  ended,  students  and 
faculty  members  challenged  the  editors, 
Brown,  and  each  other  during  a  discussion 
period.  Another  sample  of  student  reaction 
appeared  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Lenoir 
Rhynean.  A  "letter  to  the  editor"  carried 
the  bold-face  headline,  "Keith  Wood  is 
Right?" 

The  writer,  Miss  Sue  G'Segner  of  Mariet- 
ta, Ga.,  described  the  debate  as  thought- 
provoking.  She  stated  that  Wood  had  sim- 
ply held  a  mirror  up  to  Lenoir  Rhyne;  she 


recalled  instances  when  she  felt  there  was 
a  definite  trend  toward  student  apathy. 

Miss  G'Segner  placed  75%  of  the  blame 
on  her  fellow  students.  She  urged  them  to 
"realize  that  they  have  only  a  few  years 
to  get  ready  for  the  'outside  world' — to 
learn  what's  going  on  in  it,  how  to  par- 
ticipate in  it,  and  how  to  have  and  ex- 
press an  opinion." 

President  Responds 

Lenoir  Rhyne  President  Voigt  R.  Cromer 
was  less  critical  of  the  students.  His  ob- 
servations came  early  in  the  discussion,  only 
a  few  days  after  Wood  wrote  his  column. 

The  president  stated  his  reactions  in  a 
letter  to  Wood. 

He  admitted  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  not  exempt 
from  criticism.  It  has  "deficiencies  and 
shortcomings,  as  well  as  some  distinctive 
strengths  and  good  qualities." 

The   feature   story  in  The   Lutheran,   he 
emphasized,  included  both. 
The  president  continued: 

"You  may  be  assured  that  we  are  con- 
cerned about  complacence  and  lack  of 
creativity  on  the  part  of  many  within  our 
academic  community  at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

"At  the  same  time,  anyone  who  par- 
ticipates in  such  programs  as  our  sym- 
posium, 'Dialogues/Directions',  during  the 
past  year  is  aware  of  the  existence  of  keen 
concern  and  involvement  with  major  issues 
on  the  part  of  faculty  and  students.  Many 
evidences  of  independent  thought  and  crea- 
tivity can  be  cited.  We  are  not  entirely 
submerged  'in  the  murky  backwash  of 
banality.'  " 

He  closed  with  these  words:  "I  am 
pleased  that  you  are  concerned  about  the 
strength  and  vitality  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  but 
I  am  also  pleased  that  some  of  the  things 
which  Lenoir  Rhyne  lacks  may  be  in- 
dications of  mature  judgment."

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Record  1,514  Alumni 
Give  To  Loyalty  Fund 

Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  have  set  one  new 
record  and  are  nearing  two  others  in  the 
1966-67  Loyalty  Fund. 

On  Feb.  1  (the  day  after  active  solicita- 
tion ceased),  the  number  of  alumni  con- 
tributors totaled  1,514 — 83  more  than  the 
all-time  record  set  last  year. 

Both  the  amount  of  gifts  and  the  per- 
centage of  alumni  contributing  were  the 
second  highest  in  the  history  of  the  fund 
and  threatened  to  top  previous  records. 

The  gifts  totaled  $34,500  in  cash  and  an 
additional  $2,500  in  pledges.  This  pushed 
the  fund  only  $8,000  shy  of  last  year's  an- 
niversary effort  which  resulted  in  gifts 
totaling  $45,000. 

The  percentage  of  alumni  giving  was 
15.3.  Although  higher  than  the  anniversary- 
year  response  of  13.7  per  cent,  it  fell  one 
point  short  of  the  16.5  per  cent  record  set 
in  1962. 

The  Feb.  1  report  is  not  a  final  report. 
Active  solicitation  continued  until  the  day 
before  (Jan.  31)  and  some  late  gifts  had 
not  been  received  in  the  Alumni  Office.  In 
addition,  the  Loyalty  Fund  books  will  be 
kept  open  until  the  close  of  the  college's 
fiscal  year  on  June  30. 

The  books  were  to  close  on  Feb.  15,  ac- 
cording to  initial  plans  prepared  by  the 
Loyalty  Fund  Committee  last  May.  Late  in 
January,  however,  it  was  decided  to  delay 
the  closing  until  June  30  to  avoid  book- 
keeping complications. 

The  Loyalty  Fund  year  begins  on  July  1 
and  continues  through  June  30.  Solicitation 
for  the  current  fund,  however,  was  limited 
to  the  period  from  Nov.  1  to  Jan.  3L 

This  year's  campaign  was  directed  by  an 
11-man  Loyalty  Fund  Committee  headed 
by  Judge  James  C.  Farthing  of  Lenoir.  The 
solicitation  was  conducted  by  an  organiza- 
tion of  49  class  agents  and  13  regional 
groups. 


Trustees  Laud  Alumni 

Alumni  support  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
Loyalty  Fund  last  year  received  praise  in 
a  special  action  of  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees  during  its  fall  meeting  Oct.  25. 

The  action  was  reported  to  the  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  Rev.  Paul 
L.  Morgan  of  Greensboro,  by  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  A.  H.  Keck 
Jr.  of  Hickory. 

In  his  letter.  Keck  expressed  apprecia- 
tion for  the  support  of  the  College  and  "for 
the  evidence  of  concern  which  it  represents. 
We  are  aware  that  the  value  of  this  sup- 
port is  not  to  be  measured  only  in  dollars 
and  cents  but  in  the  attitude  toward  the 
College  evidenced  by  the  response." 

He  continued:  "We  know  that  much  work 
is  required  in  the  development  of  increas- 
ing support  of  the  Loyalty  Fund  and  ap- 
preciate the  efforts  of  all  who  willingly 
expend  those  efforts. 

"Our  thanks  to  you  and  the  other  leaders 
of  the  Alumni  Association  for  your  work! 
We  gratefully  salute  all  those  who  support 
the  Loyalty  Fund!" 

The  action  followed  a  banner  year  in 
Alumni  Association  work  through  the 
Loyalty  Fund.  During  the  1965-66  year, 
which  ended  last  June  30,  alumni  and  other 
friends  contributed  almost  $45,000  to  the 
institution,  doubling  their  previous  Loyalty 
Fund  record  of  $21,000.  The  number  of 
contributors  (1,431)  was  also  the  highest 
in  the  history  of  the  fund. 


Programs  Offered 

Souvenir  programs  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  Diamond  Jubilee  Convocation  on 
Dec.  12,  which  climaxed  the  15-month 
observance  of  the  college's  75th  anniversary, 
are  available  to  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
college  by  writing  the  Public  Relations 
Office. 

The  20-page  program  includes  detailed 
information  on  events  included  in  the  ob- 
servance, such  as:  1965  opening  convocation 
address  by  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  "Lasting 
Foundations  in  the  Founding  of  the  Col- 
lege"; "Project  75th:  Dialogues/Directions," 
a  series  of  eight  lectures  by  noted  speakers; 
a  convocation  honoring  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  music  faculty;  special  editions  of 
newspapers  in  Hickory  and  surrounding  com- 
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munities;  "Reflections  of  the  Times,"  pre- 
sented to  delegates  of  the  convention  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America;  alumni  dedication  pro- 
gram honoring  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty; 
"The  Truth  Shall  Make  You  Free,"  a  30- 
minute  telecast  filmed  on  the  campus;  and  a 
20-minute  sound  color  filmstrip  story  fea- 
turing Lenoir  Rhyne  and  presented  by  many 
civic  and  church  groups. 

Dr.  Arthur  Larson,  noted  authority  on 
international  law  and  a  consultant  to  two 
United  States  Presidents,  was  feature  speaker 
for  the  closing  event  and  at  the  same  time 
received  an  honorary  degree  from  the  col- 
lege. Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
president,  conferred  the  doctor  of  jurispru- 
dence degree  on  Larson  who,  since  1958, 
has  served  as  director  of  the  Rule  of  Law 
Research  Center  and  professor  of  law  at 
Duke  University. 

The  convocation  also  featured  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  commissioned  anthem  written 
especially  for  the  college's  anniversary. 

The  anthem,  "Psalm  92,"  was  written  by 
Paul  Christiansen,  head  of  the  music  de- 
partment of  Concordia  College,  Moorhead, 
Minn.  The  composition  was  presented  by 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  A  Cappella  Choir  and  a 
brass  octet.  It  is  published  in  the  Sacred 
Design  Quality  Choral  Music  series  by 
Schmitt,  Hall  and  McCreary  Company, 
Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Pilot  Project  Okayed 

Lenoir  Rhyne,  through  the  aid  of  a 
$25,000  grant,  is  launching  a  pilot  program 
to  stimulate  more  of  its  students  to  pursue 
graduate  and  professional  study. 

The  appropriation,  received  in  December 
from  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America's 
Board  of  College  Education  and  Church 
Vocations,  will  help  expand  the  honors 
program  at  the  college  and  finance  an  ex- 
perimental recruitment  program  aimed  at 
upper-ability  students. 

Three  merit  scholarships,  exclusively  for 
freshmen  and  valued  at  $650  each,  will  be 
offered. 

The  LCA  grant  will  pave  the  way  for 
honors  work  on  the  junior  and  senior  level. 
The  present  program  is  available  only  for 
freshmen  in  selected  subjects. 

The  junior-senior  level  program,  should  it 
be  deemed  feasible  by  the  study,  will  re- 
quire the  college  to  reduce  teaching  loads 
of  designated  professors  to  allow  them  addi- 
tional time  to  aid  juniors  and  seniors  in 
individual  research. 

The  total  cost  of  the  three-year  pilot 
program  will  be  $37,000.  The  college  will 
provide  the  $12,000  not  covered  by  the 
grant.

Jack  London  led  off  the  series  for  the 
academic  year  with  an  illustrated  lecture 
on  crime,  especially  the  area  which  entails 
loss  of  money  and  other  valuables  to  pick- 
pockets and  confidence  men. 

A  Shakespearean  company  under  the 
direction  of  Phillip  Lawrence  came  next 
in  the  series.  The  cast  of  five  performers 
presented  selections  from  the  tragedies, 
comedies  and  histories  of  Shakespeare. 

The  Washington  Bureau  news  manager 
of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor,  Godfrey 
Sperling,  was  third  in  the  series.  He  pre- 
sented problems  and  rewards  incurred  in 
the  field  of  political  news  coverage. 

Lisa  Sergio,  Danforth  Visiting  Lecturer 
and  a  specialist  in  world  affairs,  is  slated 
to  appear  on  campus  on  March  6  and  7. 
She  was  the  first  woman  radio  commenta- 
tor in  Europe.

Starts  Loan  Fund 


Lenoir  Rhyne  has  established  a  special 
fund  to  make  loans  to  industry  and  in- 
dividuals. 

Plans  for  the  fund,  named  the  Catawba 
Valley  Fund,  were  announced  by  Lenoir 
Rhyne  President  Voigt  R.  Cromer  follow- 
ing the  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees on  Oct.  25. 

The  fund  was  authorized  by  the  college's 
board  of  trustees  and  later  the  same  day 
received  the  first  gift  from  a  local  donor. 

Cromer  added  that  the  fund  was  initiated 
by  interest  in  the  Catawba  Valley  area,  but 
there  are  no  geographical  restrictions  on 
donors  or  borrowers. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  board  of 
trustees  will  administer  the  Catawba  Valley 
Fund  with  power  to  make  loans  "to  assist 
industry  and  individuals  in  the  Catawba 
Valley  area  to  establish  a  closer  relation- 
ship between  industry  and  the  college"  or 
to  invest  funds  in  common  or  preferred 
stock. 

Cromer  explained  the  fund  is  not  subject 
to  the  restricted  investment  policies  of  the 
college's  general  endowment  fund  but  that 
it  will  be  classified  in  higher  education 
vernacular  as  a  special  fund  serving  as 
endowment.  The  earnings  from  the  fund 
will  be  treated  as  endowment  income  and 


Begins  Chaplain  Work 

The  Rev.  Louis  Victor  Rogers  assumed 
duties  as  chaplain  of  the  college  on  Nov.  1 
replacing  the  Rev.  Robert  G.  Walker  who 
resigned  to  become  Southeastern  Regional 
Director  of  the  National  Lutheran  Campus 
Ministry.
